“A few years ago Hume was a typi­ 
cal prairie town.” said Mr. Moore, 
“with dirty and neglected streets and 
alleys, dilapidated sidewalks, impaint­ 
ed or vari-hued buildings and a full 
crop of tin cans and the usual debris 
everywhere. 
Our mayor was induced 
to officially nroclaim a ‘clean-up day 
on condition of free cartage of all 
assembled lit tor—a surprising amount 
was hauled away.

cedure applied here in twenty-fold 
force, the Queen City of the Prairies I 
could and would become the marvel 
of the tens of thousands of strangers 
who annually visit us.
